gross of Nations," met with so larg 
a response, Webster served as one n 
the judges of the essays. 


Meantime, for several years, Worces 


tor's theological views had bf;eh grow 
Ing much more advanced than wa 
coiif.imunt with the order of orthodox 
of his time and place; and a boo' 
which he published soon after his re- 
moval ,to Salisbury, "Bible, News of th 
Father, Son and Holy .Spirit,""create! 
such a commotion as occasioned uHi 
mately his separation from his old re 
ligious associates, and led in 1813 t« 
his removal from New Hampshire t- 
Massachusetts, 


This, as will be remembered, was ; 


very revolutionary period in religion 
and Boston was the center of the revo 
lutlon. Channing, with whom Worces 
ter was to come into such close asso 
ciation, and who was to be his chie 
co-worker, in the peace movement, hat 
begun his ministry in Boston tbre 
years before; and a group of the ad 
vancert Boston men were founding ; 
new periodical called "The Chrlstia* 
Disciple." 
The vigorous New Hamp 


shire thinker and writer, who, in hi 
remote and obscure parish had worke1 


his way independently to positions e 
much like their own, made a profoum 
impression upon them ;and . althougl 
he was personally unknown to then 
and they to him, they called- him to tin 
editorship of their journal. . He ac- 
cepted the invitation, and ' removet 
with hia family to Brighton, now a par 
of Boston, and Brighton was his home 
from 1813.until the time of his dealt, 
in .1837. 


With his removal to Massachusetti 


began the. broader public career, es- 
pecelally in connection with the peace 
movement, which has made his nam( 
so illustrious. In 1814 he published hit 
famous pamphlet, "A Solemn Review 
of the Custom of War,' the most im- 
pressive and influential peace pamphlet 
which had appeared in America up to 
that time, and which, translated intr 
several languages and circulated al 
over the world, holds an e.poch-makinf 
place in the history of the movement 
In Christmas week, 1816, in Dr. Chan- 
ning'aostudy, through Worcester's In- 
itiative, the Massachusetts Peace so- 
ciety was formed; and in 1819 Worces- 
ter began the 
publication • of "Tin 


Friend of Peace," the .' first regului 
peace journal ever published. Into these 


developed the character and thought 
which made him such y. ^ower In Am- 
erica and in tho world.
